the  new  YORK  T II^S  rpay  have  the  largest  staff  of  foreign  correspond- 
ents of  any  newspaper  in  the  world*  but  the  Pricked  Ear  bows  to  no  man 
when  quality  of  foreign  reporting  (i.e.,  reporting  by  non-staff  per- 
sonnel from  outside  the  freshman  quad)  is  mentioned.

In  September  1957  the  South  Mountain  Farmers  Almanac  published  a 
tabular  Distribution  of  28  Sections  in  the  Freshman  Residence  Halls  Ac- 
cording to  (1)  House  and  (2)  Predicted  (!  l)  Scholarship  Rank  For  the  F^]' 
Semester,  You  were  advised  to  "watch  for  follow-up  report  in  Feb« 

* 58  which  will  present  a rank  correlation  coefficient  based  on  the  fore- 
cast  ranks  and  the  achieved  ranks.  If  this  coefficient  is  below  0,50? 
you  are  advised  to  cancel  your  subscription  to  the  , , , Almanac," 


It  was  a close  squeak,  fellers,  but  the  Old  South  Mountain  Farmer 
made  it:  the  subscription  list  is  safe  for  another  year  with  a rank 

correlation  of  0,52.  This  is  computed  according  to  the  standard  for- 
mula, and  can  be  verified  by  any  compentent  psychologist,  e.g,,  Mr.^ 
Fozard,  Mr,  Fozard  may  comment  that  0,52  is  not  an  astonishingly  high 
correlation,  but  he  will  also  agree  that  it  is  moderately  high,  as  thes^. 
things  go.  That  the  "forecast"  hit  six  Sections  right  on  the  nose 
(Dravo  Dl,  D2,  D3 , and  G3 ; Drinker  B2,  and  Richards  B3)  is  by  no  means 
accidental;  To  have  picked  the  right  Section  for  the  No,  1 rank  on  a 
purely  chance  basis  would  have  involved  a probability  of  1/28;  then  to 
have  picked  the  right  occupant  of  the  No,  4 rank  would  have  involved  a 
probability  of  1/27;  and  so  on  for  the  six  hits;  the  product  probabi- 
lity for  these  six  hits  appearing  on  a pure  chance  basis  would  have  bee 
one  in  271,  2^2,  800« 


The  Almanac  went  on  to  say  that  there  would  be  a tabulation  listin 
Counselors  whose  Sections  rank  higher  than  predicted  and  those 
Sections  rank  lower  than  predicted.  To  save  space,  this  list  mil  be 
limited  to  that  one-third  for  which  rank  differences  (between  predicted 
and  actual)  were  as  much  as  nine  or  mere  places,  as  shown  in  parentnes 
es :
